Have  Been  Suspended 
or  Revoked 


Driving  Is  a  Privilege, 
Not  a  Right 

The  Secretary  of  State’s  office  recog¬ 
nizes  that  the  loss  of  driving  privileges 
can  cause  great  hardship.  Under  Illi¬ 
nois  laws,  drivers  may  ask  for  full  or 
partial  restoration  of  their  driving  privi¬ 
leges. 

The  Department  of  Administrative  Hear¬ 
ings  of  the  Secretary  of  State’s  office 
handles  all  applications  for  restoration 
of  these  privileges. 

This  brochure  explains  how  to  contact 
the  department,  as  well  as  some  of  the 
terms  used  and  procedures  to  follow.  A 
list  of  locations  where  hearings  on  driv¬ 
ers  license  restoration  requests  are  held 
is  on  the  back. 

The  Secretary  of  State's  office  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  ensuring  that  only  respon¬ 
sible,  qualified  drivers  have  their  driv¬ 
ing  privileges  restored. 


SUSPENSIONS 
AND  REVOCATIONS 


A  suspension  is  the  loss  of  driving  privi¬ 
leges  for  a  period  of  time  generally  not 
more  than  12  months.  While  driving  privi¬ 
leges  are  suspended,  a  driver  may  apply 
for  a  restricted  driving  permit  (RDP).  At  the 
end  of  the  suspension,  driving  privileges 
are  restored  in  full  after  the  driver  pays  a 
reinstatement  fee. 

A  revocation,  on  the  other  hand,  is  the 
complete  termination  of  driving  privileges. 
While  driving  privileges  are  revoked,  a 
driver  may  apply  for  an  RDP,  but  the  driver 
cannot  apply  for  reinstatement  until  eli¬ 
gible.  To  receive  a  restricted  driving  permit 
or  reinstatement,  the  driver  must  also  file 
proof  of  future  financial  responsibility 
(usually  special  insurance). 

RESTRICTED  DRIVING 
PERMITS  AND 
REINSTATEMENTS 

RDPs  allow  drivers  to  operate  a  motor  ve¬ 
hicle  under  certain  restrictions.  RDPs  can 
be  issued  for  employment,  medical  or  edu¬ 
cational  purposes.  With  full  reinstate¬ 
ment,  all  driving  privileges  are  restored, 
and  a  new  drivers  license  is  issued.  Driv¬ 
ers  are  not  eligible  for  full  reinstatement 
until  their  eligibility  date,  either  the  end  of 
their  suspension  or  a  predetermined  pe¬ 
riod  of  time  from  the  date  of  their  revoca¬ 
tion. 


CONSULTATIONS 


In  all  alcohol-related  cases — i.e.,  suspen¬ 
sions  or  revocations  for  driving  under  the 
influence  (DUI) — the  first  step  in  applying 
for  restoration  of  driving  privileges  is  a 
consultation  with  an  informal  hearing 
officer.  The  hearing  officer  will  review  the 
applicant's  driving  record  and  explain  what 
documents  are  required  before  an  applica¬ 
tion  for  restoration  of  driving  privileges  can 
be  considered.  These  requirements  in¬ 
clude: 

•  An  alcohol  evaluation  performed  within 
six  months  of  the  hearing  date. 

•  Proof  of  completion  of  remedial  educa¬ 
tion  and/or  treatment. 

•  Proof  of  abstinence  and  a  support  sys¬ 
tem,  if  the  applicant's  alcohol  evaluation 
deems  these  necessary. 

Consultations  are  usually  held  on  a  walk-in 
basis. 

INFORMAL  HEARINGS 

Drivers  whose  licenses  have  been  sus¬ 
pended  or  revoked  for  an  offense  not  in¬ 
volving  alcohol  or  for  a  single  alcohol- 
related  offense  are  encouraged  to  have  an 
informal  hearing  on  their  petition  for  resto¬ 
ration  of  driving  privileges.  Informal  hear¬ 
ings,  like  consultations,  are  usually  held  on 
a  walk-in  basis. 

FORMAL  HEARINGS 

Formal  hearings  are  required  for  all  cases 
involving  multiple  Dills  or  fatalities.  Formal 
hearings  must  be  requested  in  writing.
